CieveLtanp, O., April 10—The grand 
peace jubilee, for a long time in preparation, 
Wok place to-day. he day was beautifal. 
Moet of the railroads had reduced fare for 
the occasion, and morniog trains brought in 
thouear ds of people from all parts of North- 
ere Ohio. At an ear.y hour the square and 
sidewalks on the privcipal streets were 
thropged. The deoorations io all parts 
of the city were elaborate . and 
beautiful, and fully equaling any 
dispiay of a Similar chatacter ever 
seen bere.

It 
was by turns an arm-chair and a grand 
piano, a case for silver-plate and a lace 
curtain, a door-tacing, a hearth-mat, a 
fiddle-case and a pair of tongs, whatever 
chanced to be necessary to exclude some- 
thing else, to annoy the company and to 
tarnish the aspect of the apartment in 
which it was made to play the part of 
leading figure. 

In a word, to drop the metaphor, this 
wretcbed camp-follower, this fraud upon 
loyalty and mountebank disguised as a 
patriot, this swaggering, loathsome and 
noisy animal, having no aim or credit what- 
ever, apd destitute alike of conscience and 
character, was enabled by the force of 
shamelessness and bayonets to elbow the 
best and purest men out of the way and to 
fill the highest places of trust and honor. 
He was made a Judge and dragged the er- 
mine through the mire of his own 
ignorance and corruption into the 
hog-wash which that ignorance and 
corruption presently created around 
about him. He was made a Mayor 
and squandered the property of the people 
without stint upon strumpets and faro- 
banks, openly and notoriously, playing the 
double and simultaneous parts of Chief 
Magistrate and social outcast, He was 
made a Congressman, and the only act he 
performed for his pseudo constituents was 
to invent calumnies to blacken their good 
fame and keep them under the ban of trea- 
son and the grinding oppression of 4 state 
of perpetual war.

Every department of the public 
service was turned over to the keeping of 
thieves and vagrants, having neither 
decency nor remorse as long as a specious 
plan of loyalty enabled them to call in the 
aid of an alien, partisan power in the 
General Government.

She mapsged to suppert herself apd child, and 
to bear up under all ber misfortunes until Mr. 8. 
married another. She at once took to her bed, 
was kindly aitended by the Sisters of Uharity 
and a few of the Baptist si-ters in this city, until 
ete died of u broken heart.

Lizzie Caritcn persisied to the last that she 
was aypure Caucassian—a free womin. She re- 
lated that her mother, a Portuguese, on reach- 
ing ibis country, being a dark biuncette, formed 
the acquaintance of a wealthy pianter in New 
Orieans, Who became so infatuated with her that 
he took her to his bome,and to conceal his 
purposes from his wife, got her consent 
Lo pase as his servanit—her appearance enabling 
her to assume the character of a bright mulatto. 
Lizzie was the offspring of this illicit strategy, 
andthe planter, dying suddenly, and without 
disclosing the true chatacter of his mistress 
(who berself died soon after), Lizzie, while quite 
achild, descended to the beirs with the other 
slaves of the estate; and the estate becoming in- 
volyed, she was sold toa sirsanger—the same 
who afterwards visited Louisville tn search of 
bis propeity. She further stated that ihe gent'e- 
man who brought her here was her baif-brother 
—the son of her mother’s seduccr—and that she 
fled to escape the persecutions of ber purchaser, 
who persiated in soliciting favors which her 
womanly virtue could not tol: ra‘e. 

A tew pitied and more biamed the unfortunate 
woman for imposing herself, as they called it, on 
this community. But time bas mellowed the 
barsboess of the sentiment which was then prev- 
alentand made unanimousshe opinion that her 
story Wastrue in all fespects.

A Story of a Graveyard. 

A correspondent of Notes and Queries 
| writes: In the churchyard of Tewin, 
| Herts, is a remarkable ash tree growing 
out of the tomb of Lady Anne Grimstone, 

nee Tufton, daughter of Lady Thanet, 
| who died in 1713. The tradition is that, 
_ being doubtful of a future state, she ex- 
_pressed a wish or prayer that if there 
were a future state,a tree might grow 
out of her heart. What foundation is 
there for this tradition? Theeditor adds: 
Oddly enough, the ac paragre h, 
extracted from the Spiritual Times (De- 
cember, 23, 1865), bearing on the same 
subject, reached us simultaneously with 
the above. To use the words of our cor- 
respondent, Mr. Axon, “Can any one 
elucidate this marvellous legend?’ No 
rcfeacmce to itis mado in Clutterbuck s 
“Histories and Antiquities of the County of 
Hertford’: “An Atheist’s Prophecy Ful- 
filled.—The churchyard of Tewin; in 
Hertfordshire, is a spot of some interest 
to the curious, from the fact of its being 
the resting-place of the mortal remains of 
Lady Anna Grimstone. The ‘old wife's 
tale’ of the neighborhood is to the effect 
thatthe said Lady Anne Grimstone was an 
Atheist without a shadow of belief in the 
Deity; and that, so firm was her belief in 
the non-existence of God, that at her death- 
bed her last words were to the effect that, 
if God existed, seven elm-trees would 
grow out of her tombstone. Whether 
snch words were used, and in such a man- 
ner, it is impossible to determine; but, 
whether the tale be correct or not, seven 
elm-trees have sprung through the solid 
tomb, andhave broken away. the solid 
masonry in all directions, making the 
reading of the inscription a difficult and 
almost impossible feat. The iron railings 
that surrounded the monument are in 
many places firmly imbedded in the trunks 
of the trees. The numerous names carved 
in all available parts of the trunks attest 
the number of visitors curiosity has drawn 
to the spot. Thetrees are each distinct 
and separate, and, notwithstanding the 
strangeness of the locality, appear to 
thrive well. Many suppositions to account 
for their growth have been started, but 
some are of so improbable a nature that 
the country people still cling to their fa- 
| yorite old story of Lady Anne's atheism.”’

Thé Masked Marauders on the War 
° Path Again. 

(From the Kentucky Observer and Reporter.| 

On Friday night, Sist of March, about one 
o’elock, a body of disguised men, estimated 
at from fifty to one hundred, rode up to the 
hotel in Stanton, and went into the sleeping 
apartment of Judge J. M. Elliott and Robt. 
Riddell, Eeq , the Commonwealth's Attor- 
ney, and with drawn pistois demanded Mr, 
Combs, the jailer. Mr. Combs being present, 
they immediately summoned him, aud with 
drawn and cocked pistols presented to his 
head commanded bim to go with them to the 


jail. 

Mr. Combs, at first, refused, but, finding 
that his life would be the penalty, and beiog 
seized by three or four of the mob, was drag- 
ged to the jail and forced to unlock the door. 
Bryant was confiaed in the durgeon in the 
lower partof the jail, and be was only given 
time to put on his pants. When brought up 
he was crying out, ‘‘May God Lave mercy on 
me.”’ He was then taken outof jail, and on 
reavhing the grouvd his bands were tied be- 
hind his beck, and he was thrown across a 
horse and taken about a quarter of a mile 
from the jail, near Judy’s creek, and buogon 
the limb of a tree, with the following pinaed 
on his back:
